Breezy Budget of News From 
Washington. 


The White House and the President’s Sum- 
mer Absence—Post-Office Nomenctature— 
Social Personals. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—A few days more 
and we shall have neither President nor 
Cabinet. The few Cabinet officers remain- 
ing are preparing to disappear as soon as 
they can doso. The President’s trip along 
the coast svill probably occupy a week or ten 
days, after which he will get ready for his 
Yellowstone trip. On that he hopes to get 
sonie absolute rest. He fondly imagines 
that he may penetrate a country so entirely 
primeyal that it will be found to contain no 
politicians. Poor man! Letus hope that 
he may not be disillusionized. If he does 
not, however, find a dozenor more of them 
waiting for him when he géts there the event 
will be rather a remarkable one. He says he 
expects to “rough it,” living and sleeping 
out doors and having a good time generally. 
He hopes to see the Indian as he is, and to 
see something of the pioneers of that region, 
and to get some practical views of the West 
that he has never before had. He will be 


glad to temporarily exchange the sort of a 
life he leads here for that. e gets enough 
of luxury and repose and quite sufficient 
attention from the politicians. Private 
Secretary Phillips, who is now . fishing for 
salmon in the Restigouche, in New Bruns- 
wick, is expected backina few days, and 
will hold the helm of state in the President’s 
absence. His experience as private secre- 
tary for nearly two years, and as close per- 
sonal friend of Mr. Arthur for many years, 
will enable him to satisfactorily dispose of 
many matters that otherwise would have to 
lie over until the President’s return. He 
will be ably assisted = a corps of secretaries 
and clerks who ave had a much 
larger experience than he. Col. Pruden, 
who always delivers the Presidential com- 
munications at the House and Senate; Mr. 
Henley, who isa younger man but one of 
excellent experience, has his desk beside 
that of the sable secretary ; Col, Crook, a 
relative of n. Crook, the Indian fighter. 
They areall gentlemen of long experience, 
and will be valuable aids to Mr. Phillips in 
the President’s absence. Some of these gen- 
tlemen have been nearly twenty vears 
in the White House, and their exper- 
ience and observation are very valuable. 
The idea of constructing a special telegraph 
line through the Yellowstone Valley for the 
President's use trip. been 

, and a- er system will be 
used. Showid it be found practicable, the 
signal system used so successfully in the 
woe for transmitting messages may be 
u for telegraphing to and from che Presi- 
dent’s nag after they get out of reach of 
the wires. By stationing,men with signalling 
apparatus on mountain tops, telegraphic 
messages could be transferred from the place 
at which they have the wires to a point near 
the Presidential resort, and thence by courier 
to him. 

“HAT-OFF” POST-OFFICE. 

*‘Have you named any post-offices, Hatton, 
to-day ?’’ your correspondent asked of an 
official at the Post-office Department. 

“No,” was the reply, “but we have named 
one ‘Hat-off.’ ”’ 

“Why was that?” 

*‘Well, some people down in Georgia asked 
that a new post-office they were about 
establishing should be named ‘Hatton.’ An 
examination, however, showed that there 
was already one of that name in the state, 
and of course the department would not give 
two offices in one state the same name. Soa 
letter was sent the applicants stating the 
situation and asking that another name be 
suggested. The answercame in due course 
of time: ‘If you can’t name it Hatton, sup- 
pose you name it ‘Hat-off,’’ andsothe de- 
partmea took them at their word 
and named it ‘Hat-off.’ The commis- 
sioner was sent out to-day giving the name 
of the new office ‘Hat-off.’ ”

they said when they asked that it be called 
*‘Hat-off’ ta 

‘No doubt of it. They have the queerest 
names for offices in Georgia of almost any of 
the states, and I’ve no doubt it pleases them 
quite as well as #@ny name that could have 
been selected with a much larger study of 
the subject.”

Committees reported that the fifty 
cigar-makers of the Union in 8. Dobriner’s 
shop on Thirty-ninth street, had struck for 
an advance of fifty cents a thousand and ob- 
tained it, and that two hundred Protective 
Union cigar-makers in Moonelis’ shop on 
Thirty-sixth street had obtained an advance 
of twenty-five cents per thousand for buneb- 
ers. It was 


5 ALSO REPORTED 
that Kaufman Bros, & Bondy’s employes, 
over 350 non-union men at Forty-tret street, 
and Levy Bros., employes, over non- 
union men,struck yesterday when the notices 
were posted that a lock out was to take 
place. Vincent Woytisek of the Protective 
Union said last evening: “If we stick 
to the constitution, - e men will go 
out of the _ shops. e can give all 
our members $5 a man each week for six 
weeks tocome.

THE FIRST AKREST 


Under the Anti-Chinese Law Made by 
Boston Officers.

Judge Wylie’s Decision in Ex-Sen- 
ator Kellogg's Case,

All the Pleas Overruled To-day--Another 
Motion Filed--The Hill Investiga‘ion-- 
The Testimony Nearly All In. 


Decision in Kellogg’s Case. 

Wasuineton. July 18.—In the Criminal 
Court Judge Wylie delivered an opinion upon 
the pleas in abatement by aefense and the 
demurrer entered by the Government. iu the 
ease of the United States against William P. 
Kellogg, charged with illegally receiving 
money while 4 United States Senator, for his 
action inconnection with the expedition of 
certain star routes. “The law required the 


plea of abatement to be drawn with great 
exactness,’ said Judge Wylie as 
he took up the first plea,  basrd 
on the fatlure of the indictment 
to agree with the presentment. -He dis- 
missed this plea, because it was not material. 
The next plea charging Ker with illegal at- 
tendance upon the sittings of the grand jury, 
Judge Wylie said was not based upon fact. 
Ker was the anthorized r presentative at- 
torney for the United States and for this 
district. The wvleas attacking the grand 
jury as illegal, because the meimnbers had not 
been notified five days in advanee that 
their names had been withdrawn and be- 
cause the notices did not specify the proper 
hour were dismissed because they did not 
agree with the facts and were not material. 
The next plea, an important oue, said the 
court, charged illegality in the preceedings 
because the vacancies in the jury, c:used by 
certain persons being excused, had been fill- 
ed by drafts from the box instead of by sum- 
moning talesmen. Instead of picking up the 
talesmen the Marshal had akon the names 
from a box. - The names were supposed to 
represent persons legally eligible. Was 
that fatal toa the whole panel?’ 
asked Judge Wrlie, and in answer 
he read a number of authorities to the con- 
trary. “The fact that the names had been 
obtained trom the box was no objection, pro- 
viding the persons possessed the legal quali- 
fications,”’ saia the court, as it dismissed the 
plea. “‘Upon the question of the applicabil- 
ity of the act of June 30, 1879, the court had 
passed in. the case of the United States 
against Dorsey, in which it was held that 
the act was notin force in this District, but 
even if the pleas were in accordance with 
the facts,” said Judge Wylie in suinming up, 
‘the indictment was good, because the pleas 
alleged violations of the District stitutes, 
whereas the United States statutes also gov- 
erned.» Thatalone was a fatal lack of exact- 
ness in.the pleas:” ' erie 

‘Therefore 'hé pleas are overruled,’ 
the court in conclusion, 

Wilson for ex-Senator Kellogg noted his 
exceptions and filed a motion to quash the 
indictment based upon Ker’s presence in the 
Grand Jury rogm, and upon the imperfec- 
tions and deficiencies of the indictment. It 
was agreed to proceed to-morrow with the

FRENZIED BY DISGRACE. 


A Soldier* Un justly Convicted, as. He 
Says, Hangs Himself tothe Cell Door. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


An application was made to Judge Yerkes 
in the Quarter Sessions yesterday for a new 
trial for John Joseph Richardson, who was 
convicted on Wednesday of having picked 
the pocket of Mrs. Ann Gideon on a Ridge 
avenue car. Richardson was arrested two 
days after the alleged occurrence in the 
cuinpany ofa man named Flynn, who is 
awaiting trial for complicity in the theft. 
Birs, Gideon identified a twenty dollar silver 
ticket found on Fiynn as part of a hundred 
doilars taken from her. ‘The woman testi- 
fied at the trial that as she satin the corner 


lap, she felt a hand fumbling at her pocket. 
After she had left the car she discovered 
that her pocket-book was missing, She gave 
the police authorities the description of a 
man who had sat beside her and, as she be- 
lieved, had robbed her. It was on this in- 
formation that Flynn and Richardson were 
taken into custody. The woman declared 
that Richardson was the man who had taken 
her — A policgman testified that he 
had seen Richardson and Flynn two or three 
successive days passing among the crowds 
ou Eighth street. It was thought the pris- 
oner was an English thief, and the prosecu- 
tion was pressed with vigor. 
Richardson, in his own defense, swore, 
with a great deal of feeling, that he knew 
nothing of the crime and never before seen 
Mrs. Gideon. He arrived in this country, he 
waid, abouttfive weeks ago from England, aft- 
er having served six years in an English 
regiment in India and been honorably dis- 
charged. He lodged at the house of a Mrs. 
Corcoran, 512 South street. His mother and 
‘the woman had been close friends in En- 

land. Fiynn was also a lodger at the same 
‘fouse. Richardson had occasion to forward 
some money to his parents, and Flynn of- 
fered to go with him to purchase a bill of ex- 
change and said that he would show him 
about the city. After the money had been 
sent away both the young men were arrest- 
ed on the street by a detective. -Richardson 
was surprised, and when told for what rea- 
son he had been taken into custody strenu- 
ously denied the charge. Mrs. Corcoran, a 
simple, old Irish woman, coroborated the 
statements of the prisoner as to his living at 
her house and her acquaintance with his 
mother in-the old country. ‘The witnéss’ 

randdaughter swore that Richardson hard- 
y ever left the house at night, but passed 
the time in simple games and singing. Other 
witnesses swore that the prisoner’s reputa- 
tion, so far as they knew it, was excellent. 
The jury, nevertheless, returned a verdict of 
guilty. As the judgment was given the pris- 
oner buried his face in his hands ‘and wept 
like achild.

‘Vanderbiit Purchases the Leigh Court 

Collection of Paintings. 

From a Newport (R. I.) Special- 
Information has reaclfea here of the pur- 
chase by Wm. H. Vanderbilt of Sir Philip 
Miles’ celebrated Leigh court collection of 
paintings, which include the best known 
and most valuable pictures extant. The sum 
paid was £110,000. ‘The collection had been 
entaled by an ancestor of the late owner, but 


vested. The pictures have been in possession 
of the Miles familv for generations. They 
were formerly purchased in Italy. They in- 
clude the best-known works of Rubens, Hol- 
bein, Gaspar, Pouissin, Raphael, Michel An- 
gelo, Dolce, Giovanni, Bellini, Murillo, Ver- 
net, Comeggio, ‘Titian, Caracci, Douw, Leon- 
ardo da Vaget, Stothard,. Romanilli, Rem- 
brandt, Domenichino, and many others of 
equal fame. In the thajority ef instances the 
subjects are scriptura!, the Virgin and Child 
appearing to have attracted the brushes of 
several artists. Mr. Davis, a former member 
of parliament for Bristol, in England, near 
which is Leigh court, and who was a friend 
of Miles’ ancestors, was attracted to the whole 
of them. ‘The sale was conducted with great 
rivacy, not one outside the family being in- 
ormed of it until very recently, Perhaps 
the most famous pictures in the. collection 
are the Alteri Claudes, so called because 
they came from .Alteri palace. They are 
generally admitted in the world of art to be 
the most beautiful @xamples of this master 
anywhere to be found—namely: *“the Land- 
ing of Afneas,” and “The. Sacrifice to, 
Apollo.” They were purchased from the 
Prince by Mr. Fagan, an English artist, aft- 
erward British Consul for Sicily during the 
military occupation of Rome. They were 
considered as the greatest ornaments in the 
Alteri Palace, and, to save them. from the 
French, Fagan took the precaution to secrete 
them in a wall built by himself under the 
staircase until he could remove them. The 
Reubens, also, are very fine. ‘‘The Conver- 
sion of St. Paul’’ was formerly the property 
of Mme. Montesequen, a victim of the French 
revolution. ‘The painting ‘St. Paul’ was 
purchased a century agofor £4,000. Of the 
production of this ornament of the Flemish 
school the collection has three others, being 
the *‘Holy’ Family’”’ and “The Woman Taken 
in Adultery.” ‘The first two are large can- 
vases, the lasta picture on wood. Guido’s 
*“Cleopatra,’’ which was formerly in the 
possession of a Princess of Wales at Ken- 
sington Palace, is in the collection; also 
Leonardo da Vinci’s ““Creator Mundi,” and 
Valasquez’ “Spirited Equestrian.” ‘The por- 
trait ot Phillip LV. was sent tothe Manches- 
valed as an example of of this artist. IRtis 
eighteen inches high and sixteen wide. 
The collection includes Mons. Angelo’s 
“Campi,” Dogilo’s celebrated fruit piece, his 
one other being in the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough’s gallerv. It is believed this is the 
greatest collection of paintings ever brought 
to this country.

The acting American Consul at Monterey 
has been set upon by a mob and beaten so 
that his life is despaired of. No reason for 
the outrage is given.

the unhappy land. No sane man doubts that 
it was the public opinion of this Republic 
that brought MAximILiANn to a dishonored 
grave and seated a representative of 
the people once more in the halis of 
the Monteziimas. Mexico seems to be 
adapted by Providence to be a menace and a 
vexation to America, She should furnish us 
with a market for many of our goods, and 
yet her absurd and antiquated customs shut 
us out completely. A euntagious disease can 
be brought into Mexico and back . over the 
Rio Grande into Texas without let or hind- 
rance, but to cross that fictitious boundary 
line witha mowing machine requires a lib- 
eral education and wholesale bribery. For 
every purpose of annoyance the Mexican 
boundary is perfect—in everything else’ it 
fails. This cannot always continue. The 
southern frontier of America must yet be 
drawn across the Isthmus of Panama. To 
that consummation point interest, duty and 
manifest destiny, lt would. be better for 
Mexico, better for us, better for humanity.

ADULTERATED FOOD. 

Missouri has enactedalaw against the 
manufacture or sale of oleomargarine as a 
sulstitute for butter, and that law has been 
sustained in the State Supreme Court and 
also in the U. S. Cireuit Court, but thousands 
of pounds of the stuff are daily imposed on 
the people of this city for butter, ‘There are 
Hin this city establishments openly carrying 


| on the business of adulterating teas, “‘polish- 


ing” coffee and dealing tn poisonous glucose 
syrups and sugars, which are imposed upon 
the unsuspecting multitude as the genuine 
and innocuons articles. . If it is the business 
of the State to protect the human stomach 
from unwholesome articles, there is certainly 
more call for the exercise of prohibitory 
power against the trade in these in- 
sidious polsons disguised as food than 
against intoxicating liquors. The latter 
are sold as luxuries, not as neces- 
saries, to mature men who drink them 
knowing all about their evil effects, while 
the former are sold to and consumed by un- 
suspecting women and children or confiding 
boarders who do not dream how much of 
disease and death lurks in what they regard 
ag the means of life. It is no secret that the 
terrible Bright’s disease is the product of 
modern skill in the adulteration of food, and 
that nearly all the diseases originating in 
kidney troubles have heen recently multi- 
plied many fold by the diseovery of cheap 
protesses for the manufacture of glucose. 
There is reason to believe that an entirely 
harmless article of glucose costs too much 
to be used profitably asa substitute for su- 
gar, and numerous chemical investigations 
have demonstrated the presence of free sul- 
phuric acid and other insidious poisons in 
nearly all the glucose sugars ané@ 
syrups of commerce. Yet the profit 
of the business has given it such 
an extension that even the guest of a 
first-class hotel is liable to sweeten his coffee 
with poisunuus glucose served in such a de- 
ceptive form that only an expert can distin- 
guish it from 4 pure article of cut sugar. 
There should be no restriction upon the free- 
dom of honest traffic but there is a great 
deal of traffic now which makes its profit by 
dealing in villainous and murderous frauds, 
‘which ought to be prevented by strict inspec- 
tion and severe penalties.

Western Union has not dealt fairly with its 
employes in times past. If a strike -occurs 
and the strikers go to cutting wires, destray- 
ing property or forcibly interfering with 
people who are willing to work, they will 
soon alienate public sympathy. We want 
the operators to succeed in their efforts to 
better their condition, but they must attain 
their ends peacefully and honorably. 
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A SHORT time ago, for the especial benefit 
and behoof of MAHoNE, the United States 
war vessel Pinta was repaired at the Nor- 
folk, Navy Yard to the extent of $100,000. 
The entire hulk, if sold at auction, would 
not have brought $50,000, but Mr, CHan-

The regenerated 
Pinta, with her $100,000 worth of repairs, 
started to sea the other day, and after pro- 
ceeding a short distance it was discovered 
that she had not been sufficiently repaired.

The Original Fiddlers of $t. Louis—The First 
Cultured Musician—History of the Various 
Societies—A Time When St. Louis was the 
Musical Center of the West. 
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Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., July °‘16.—Educa- 
tion in the differekt avocations of 
life has become a recognizéd_necessity. The 
skilled and educated mechanic can now 
command a much better compensation than 
the one who may possess the skill without 
the education. So it is in the different walks 
of life, the advantage of knowledge bas be- 
come 80 apparent and the opportunities for 
acquiring it so abundant that now the uned- 
ucated man, be he farmer, mechanic, trades- 
man or professional man, is the exception 
rather than the rule. 

One important result of this acquirement 
of knowledge by the masses is that we “can- 
not make bricks without straw,” that we 
cannot transport crude material thousands 
of miles for sublimation aud manufacture, 
return the resultto the very places where 
the material was produced and compete with 
those who have advanced to the plane of 
Western manufacture forthe Western man. 

It has been done in the past and tle revo- 
lution is perhaps slow, but itis sure, and it 
is one of the results of better education. The 
rich men of the East, many of them, have be- 
come so through the Southern and Western 
man’s labor. He bought their cotton and 
sold them cloth; he purchased their 
hides and sold them boots and 
shoes; he bought their cattle and .re- 


Since there isso much attention paid to

Cattle and cash have become almost synony- 
mous terms, and in Covke eounty, Texas, 
during our @hourt stay there, we certainly 
saw ample reason for judging it to be cor- 
rect.

Lhe latter sovereigu Lad been deposed by 
the great men of his kingdom because of dis- 
sipaied courses, it might haye been sup- 
posed that this lesson would serve as a waru- 
ing tu Hatram ben Muza. Unfortunately he 
let itslip from lis memory. He was mar- 
ried to Lhe geutie and Virtucus daughter vl a 
Christian prince, Who in giving ner to Haf- 
rum mwhade him promise to :enownce the 
Seragiivo and the sensual creed of lis race, 
But tue bivod of the Mus.em was thicker 
than the pure waterof baptism, ‘he heres- 
itary bent of the King was too strong to be 
overcome, unless by an iron will.

Woe be to him who 
does not profit by it to.stoop and inhale the 
perfume of the fresir-blown rose. tie will 
not be able tu cousole Dbimseif for his peg- 
lected opportunities when the ice of old age 
freezes bis veins. ‘Thou art, O King! in tue 
widst of a superb garden, aud dost thon con- 
tent thyself with a singie attenuated fower? 
Ahyu wouldst piace thyself above the law of 
thy nature and the word of the Prophet. 
The Koran allows thee to cull every fuwer 
Which delights thee with its pertumes and 
bright hues, is the influence of a Nazarine 
to ueprive thee of the goods that Allah has 
bestowed wpon thee’ ‘urna deaf ear to ber 
rethunstrance and stoop tu intale the per- 
fume of ytiher roses.” 

Hafrum scarcely needed this exhortation 
to be justified in his own eyes. But he was 
glad w be furnished with a reason borrowed 
Irum scieuce aud the Koran fur giving way 
to his duminant passion. He had, before he 
espoused the Christian, loved Moraima, the 
celebrated player on the guzla. She sang 
like a hvuuri, Butshe had gruwn too fat tu 
dauce to the musie of heriustrument. So he 
determined not to stoop again to her; and 
threw the haudkerehief to Lindaraja. She 
Was an aimee aiid witty as she Was graceful, 
and light of foot as a young antelope. For 
sume Months, by the charms of her person, 
her brilliant sailies and her wild laughter, 
she held the Aing in captivity. ln the mid- 
die of the night Ali Kanie used to lead him, 
prudentiy disguised, through the winding 
and unfrequeuted streets of the cisy to Lin- 
daraja’s garden.

vinced that that theory is not a correct dec- 
laration of the common law as applicable to 
cases such as this. It should also be added 
that the laws of Missouri expressly award 
the custody and careof the 
persons and education of his children, and 
punish criminally any attempt to decoy or 
entice away from its parent any child under 
the age of twelve. I think the instruetions 
given the jury were, therefore, correct state- 
ments of the law, and that no sufficient 
ground has been assigned for setting aside 
the verdict, The motion for new trial is 
accordingly overruled.”
